1. Claims 1-6 and 8-9 are allowed.

The prior art of record specifically (Monty et al Pub. No.: US 20010019416) fails to suggest or 
disclose the collective features of the invention such as "a generating step of generating delete 
request information corresponding to an instruction from a third button mount on the operation 
panel for entering a select instruction and a delete instruction of the data in the storage area, and 
generating an interrupt event for the generated information to said computer" These features 
along with the rest of the features of the claim render the claim 1-6 and 8-9 allowable.
